Subject: Oovernment-to-govemment consultation on Keystone Oil Pipeline Project 
Dear Assistant Secretary McMurray: 

We received a notification that a govemment-to-govenunent consultation is expected to 
occur on Tuesday, 1 8 December 2007. The State Department has scheduled this meeting 
at their main building at 2201 C Street, NW. The date and time of this consultation is 
very inconvenient, since another planned inter-tribal event occurs on the same day. 
Several of our Chairmen, Presidents and Chairwomen, have said they do not plan to 
attend the consultation, particularly the nine Lakota-Nakota-Dakota ("Sioux") tribal 
Chairmen from South Dakota. 

The United Sioux Tribes Development Corporation was not formally notified by anyone 
from the U.S. State Department- The lack of coordination from the agency underscores 
the second-class citizens' behavior attributed to the Bush Administration, concerning the 
Sioux tribes and many other issues in Indian country. Our Sioux tribal organization has 
always served as an intermediary between the White House and federal government since 
the Nixon Administration. We extend our assistance to your office; however, our United 
Sioux Tribes Board of Directors will most likely oppose the 1.800 mile Keystone Oil 
Pipeline Project, 

One of our directors, Ron His Horse is Thunder, Chairman of the Standing Rock Sioux 
Tribe, issued a resolution, "that no oil pipeline be constructed within the boundaries of 
the Aboriginal Homelands of the Great Sioux Nation." The Rosebud Sioux Tribe is likely 
to follow as other Sioux tribes. Our board is composed of the Sioux Chairmen, 
Presidents, and Chairpersons from all Sioux tribes in North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Nebraska. 

We recommend you send out the programmatic agreement to all the tribes, including our 
office, if you intend to solicit support for the Keystone OH Pipeline Project. Allow the 
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tribes 90 days to review the document before a consultation is scheduled. We 
recommend you include the Assistant Secretary-Indian Affairs, Carl Artman, 11 
consultation process. 

Please coordinate with us next time.
